DANCE DEVELOPS 
SOCIAL GROWTH : 

As children master new 
dance skills (whether technical 
or, creative) they develop the 
self-confidence “that omnes 
trom Knowing how to do some- 
thing swell, They get u wonder- 
ful sehse df accomplishment 
from. meeting new ‘challenges 
successiully, and are eager to 
jump the next hurdle, I have 
sometimes given a good class 
a technique that I suspected 
might be a little too hard for 
them but exejting to do. They 
are usually flattered at the 
confidence, work hard at, and 
are enormously gratified when 
they finally master ft. 1 men- 
tion this because, aware oa we 
are of all the pressures today’s 
children are subject to, we 
sometimes hesitate to add any 
more, However, my own etx- 
perience leadg me to ‘believe 
that when we know what we 
can reasonably éxpect from 
children, they weleome the ex- 
pectation that they «work to 
their fullest capacity. 

Because the atudy of dance 


js nearly always done in a 


class, It becomes a social aa 
well as artistic experience. The 
fact that no two bodies can oe- 
cupy the same space at the 
same time, makes it necessary 


for children to ‘be at lenst suf- ¢ 


ficiently aware of others in the 
group to avoid collisions, Fur- 
ther, the simple act of moving 
together rhythmically creates a 
certain amount of group cohe- 
siveness. 

Children also learn a great 
deal about giving and taking 
constructive criticism in a 
dance class. This takes firm 
guidance om the part of the 
teacher, since children are 
sometimes much rougher on 
eich other than the most de- 
manding teacher. As the rela- 
tionships improve, so do the 
quality of the dances: and as 
the dances improve, the shared 
feeling of accomplishments 
éements the group feeling. 

This algo points up a great 
deal of mental growth, Be- 
ciuge dance is both a diacip- 
lined and creative activity, the 
entire procesé-learning new 
skills, exploring new materials, 
and solving dance problems~-- 
stimuletes the full use of a 
child's mental capacities. 
There i4 scope for indepen- 
dent thinking and encourage. 
ment of the willingness to risk 
making a mistake that is essen: 
tial to all creative activity. 

Aa gratifying as it is to see 
children grow in so many waya 
as a result of their dance ex- 
perience there are also 
“fringe benefits.” For those 
few for whom the dance will 
be a career, this is a healthy 
introduction, But o fundamen- 
tal yoal of this approach to 
teaching dance is the develop- 
ment of an Informed, appreci- 
ative danee audience. For as we 
discover dance, truly we dis- 
cover ourselves and the world 
in a tich and meaningfal way.
